They have given us no dofinlto hope 
of the imnicdiato construction of th« Canadian Padflo 
Railway and no change of Tariff on account of our 
Isolated and distant geographical position. I advocate 
therefore: 

1. Immediate railway constnictlon and the honor- 
able fulfllruont of what is known as the Carnarvon 
Terms. 

2. The erection of a Drvdoek at once as being, like 
tho Railway, not only a f'rovindal hut also a national 
necessity. 

3. The im|iortj>tion free of duty of all nutterial re- 
quireil for tho rigging and titling of ships that cannot 
bo procured In this Province. 

A just and equitable adjustment of both Eiqiort 
and Import Dues from a reciprocal point of view-, 
which would benefit largely the Conuncrilal, Slining 
Agricultural and Lumbering Interests of the Districts 
as well as of tho « liole Province. 

I would also strive to secure a new Postolllco for 
tho thriving city of N,\naiino, and falling in that, some 
Improvement nt least upon tho shameful neglect of its 
present postal fueilitlcs. 

Other local and provincial wants which may call for 
legislative redress shall reeelvo, If I am elcctL-d, my 
serious attention and warmest support.

Because— 3Ir. DrCosmos novel' cle- 
.scrted Sir John, but remaiued iiidc- 
pendent of both parties and AVfts- ready 
to give his support to tiiat dno whicli 
would do justice to British Cohimliiii.— • 
Standard, yesterday. 

The .serious uiLsuuderstaudiug that 
InxH ari.soii between INIr. DkCo.smos aud 
Ml*. Davies — rival a.spirauts for the 
honor of occupying a. seat in tho Cann- 
dian'House of Commons as colleatjue 
of Sir John' !Macdoxald — is nionopoliz- 
iiig public attention, aud, in tlio absence 
of more exciting topics forms tlio chief 
subjectof conversation inpolitical circles. 
The candidates liavo woriied together 
in political harness : for - many years. 
Mr. Davies has over been distiiiguifihed 
as an ardent friend of Mr. DeCoshos. 
He has supported that geutlemau 
througli his long, rather tortuoi-.a and 
inconsi.stent politicnl ciiroor ; lius boon 
an active member of his com- 
mittees; 'rejoiced when he was elected ; 
mourned Avhen defeat draped the 
party insignia in tlio habiliincnts of 
woe ; and (if riiiiioi' bi; not nicndacious) 
lias frequently given his (luandom 
political fr-ieud otiier and more substan- 
tial' proofs of his great regard. Now, 
it-is not our inn-poso to-day to enlarge 
on th'6 personal merits or defects of 
either candidate, aud wo don't intt'iid 
to be ih'iiwu into any controversy which 
iiiiglit have the etlect of endiingering 
the i-otilrn of Sir John Magdokai.d at 
the head;, of the j)oll for this consfitu- 
ency-^over'Mr, Da^'ies, Mr. DeCosmo.s 
or any^b^iei' candidate who may olTor. 
But we cannot help remarking that the 
eouHuming ambition of Sir. DeOosmoh 
— if we are to judge from the tone of 
the articles in his press — is io lend .Sir 
John; to be enabled to .say totiie light 
lionorable gentleman — "You are in- 
(lel)ted to me — your late enemy who 
betrayed you in 187;^ and went over to 
Mackenzie — for your seal. " Mr. Da vi i;s 
and his friends take the ground tiiat it 
would be undesirable "that " Sir~Joiix 
Macdoxald should owe ' his seat to 
Mr. DeCossior or any one else, 
and henct; they invite a trial of 
strength between the two ghidiator.s. 
At the liead of tlio poll Sir Joax'.s 
election is as certain as that the sun 
shines over our heads to-day, and if 
Mr. DvlviES caiinbt 'sco his way clear to 
abandoning the field to IMr. De- 
CosMOS, we know of no eartlily power 
that can make him do so. The same 
feelings which prompt Mr. DkCosmcs 
to aspire to eminence, doubtle.ss actiiate 
•Mr^PAyiES.'y'^lie;race is open to all- 
comers; and as'^it' is a principle of con- 
stitutional government that no man 
has an inherent right to any position 
witliin the gift of tlie peojile, we can- 
not see tliat Mr. D.vvieh is conimittiiig 
a heinous oiience, or any otVence at all, 
in contesting the seat His constitu- 
tional right to do 'so is unquestioned. 
The peurility of the argument advanced 
by Mr. DeC'os.mos' organ — that tliero 
can bo no change of Government at 
Ottawa until Sir John .sliall liave secur- 
ed a seat — is easily exposed by the 
citation of two or - three very recent 
■c^es^-./'Iri 1872 the then Preinier of 
Ontario resigned his seat in the Legis- 
lature of tiiat Province to stand for 
Ottawa, and tlie Lieut. -Governor called 
on Hon. Oliver Mowatt, who wns Vice 
Chancellor, to form a Government. 
: Mr/ Mowatt: ac^^ task, resign- 

ed his seat^ori? the h'encli and secured a 
constituency ; but he was Premier and 
took charge of the Goveriiiiieiit from 
the moment he accepted the trust of 
forming one. Sir H. Gii^faki), jiresent 
Solicitor-General of Great Britain, fail- 
ed to secure a seat until after he had 
been ininister nearly three years ; but 
he held on to his portfolio. jNIr. 
WALKEsr, when called on to accept a 
seat in INIr. McCuEicniT's Cabinet, was 
not re-elected until after thellou.sehad 
been in session at James Bay nearly 
t-\vo weeks. Yet ho continued to dis- 
charge the functions of CJiief Connnis- I 
sioner altJiongli he was prevented from | ,;at 
taking liis seat in the Hou.se until tlio 
writs from Cariboo announcing his re- 
turn liad reached the Capital. There 
would be no impediment to Sir John 
forming ar.Muiistry if called on to- 
jnorrow. The dtta>ya House will not 
meet till February, 1879, and as Sir 
JoHx will certainly be returned at the 
head of the poll to represent Victoria 
on the 23d October, a few days one 
way or the otlier will be neither here 
nor there. We admit that wc .should 
have liked to have seen a contest avoid- 
ed; but as many of Sir John's friends 
will not hear of Mr. Davies giving way 
to Mr. DeCohvos, there will bean elec- 
tion. 

But w<! started out to show that Mr. 
DkCos.mos, in spite of the a.s.sertion in 
the "Because" at the head of his article, 
rficZi-realljrj aSid|witHV^'m 
throw- Sir JotiN overboard at Ottawa, 
in October, 1873, and went over to Mr. 
Mackenzie. It is on record that Mr. 
DeC'os.mos weiit hence to Ottawa in 
1873 pledged to support Sir Joiix, ami 
that ho returned hero in 187'1 a strong 
friend^djodmre^ Macicexz i k. 

It is on rSj'ord'tliat'on the 9th October, 
1873, his organ in this city declared 
Sir Joiix guilty of the charges jn-e- 
ferrcd against him, a.sserting that the 
dovolopments before the Boyal Com- 
uii.ssion were sufficient to bring the 
"bUnsh of shame to the cheek of every 
honest Canadian." That on the 2-ith 
October Mr. DeCosmos telegi-aphed 
significantly to his organ here that "all 
of tlie Provinces are to be represented 
in the Cabinet (Sir Joiix'.s) and tlie 
Government expects to win," That on 
October SSth, 1873, his organ publish- 
ed an, editorial article based on the 
above telegram in which it was said — 
"We may safely assume that the Brit- 
ish Columbia delegates will be a unit 
for tlie Government'' (Sir Johx's.) 
Tliat on the iith November, 1873, the 



organ .said— ""We tan only express a 
sincere v.-ish that the C!o\ enunent may 
bo sustained, and that liy a working 
majority." Tluit on Xov. litli, 1873, 
an article apjicared laudatory of Mr. 
Mackexzie's Miuibtry, but regretting 
tliat.a Bi'itish Columbian was not in 
the new " Cabiiiet. That on No- 
vember 17tli, lf>73, Mr. DiiCosiiios 
approved of Mr. :\rA<'iiKXZii:'s plan 
of building the railway in preference 
to the plan (it Sill JoHX. That'On the 
10th November, 1873, at Ottawa, 
jNIcssi-s. Carkall, Natiiax, Tiio-Mp.sox, 
Nelsox, • etc., arranged a banquet in 
favor of the fallen chief, and that Mr. 
DeCosmos reuuirkiug that lu! would be 
blanked if he was going to .ally himself 
to a dead-horse (meaning Siu Joiix) 
refused to attend the banquet. That 
on December Gth, 1873, an article con- 
demning Dr. CAitUALl, and the other 
getters up of the bamiuet to the fallen 
chief, protesting again:;l (he action of 
those nieinbcrs being accepted as the 
voice of liiitish Columbia, and regi-et- 
ting that they had not "followed the 
jiuiiciom example of ^Ir. DkCos.mos" 
and stayed away from the bamiuet, ap- 
peared in the Stundoi-d. Finally, it is 
on record that at a nieeting held at 
Philharmonic Hall on Pebrurary 5tli, 
1874, Mr, DeCosmos declaretl that Siii 
Joiix Macdoxai.d and Mr. Laxgevix 
had been convict<>d of accepting bribes 
from Sii: lli'cii Ai.r,.\.x, and that the 
fall of tlu! ACDOXAi.i) I^Iinistrv v,-as a 
"blessing to the country.'' 

We have given the dates of these 
(luot»tions. .We can furnish copies 
of the Stinidard containing them when 
rei[uiro(i. Mr. Di'.t'osiios has no claim 
on Sill .loiix, and, ii(>rliaps, it is as 
\vell that Slit Joiix should not be 
miule to feel that he is not indebted to 
jMi-. DeCcs-MOS for th(! seat which 
Victoria District is about to present to 
him. 



HOOT AXD SHOE MANUFAC. 
TUUK IX ^AN FUANCIHCO. 

Tlio nianufaetun? of iioots and shoes 
forms one of the largest industries of 
San Francisco, giving employment to 
about (5,500 persons. The amount of 
cajiital iiiveste<l is estimated at $3,300, - 
000, and the annual production $:2,010,- 
000, including the Chinese as well as 
the white trade. I'lu! Sun Francisco 
Jhdlelm.mys that during the last ten 
years' the Chinese have been- gradually 
supplanting (he whites in this industry, 
a fact to be seen from the following 
data, which have been coiiipileil from 
most reliable soiKces, and e.\:t(Mid over 
a period of live years ending .July, 1878, 
and are a fair-exliibit of the ratio of 
previous years. In 1873 there were 
1,100 white shoemakers in tlie city, 
against 1)00 in 1878 (of the latter num- 
ber tlier(! are at l(\nst i'oO lying idle, 
and others are not on full time); w;iges 
in 1873 averaged iJ2D per week, and 
in 1878 $12 per week; the number of 
white establisliinohts engaged in the 
business in 1873 was 310 ,nnd in 1878 
it was -ITiG; the production of white 
labor ill 1873 aiiiouiited to 100,000, 
and in 1878 to «] ,2 10,000; capital in- 
vested in 1873, .$2,700,000; in 1878, 
$3,000,000; sliowinga decrease of 41 
per cent, in the number of white shoe- 
makers employed in the city, while the 
population has increased from 1 88, 32.'{ 
in 1873, to 308,21.5 in 1878, or ()3 per 
cent. Tn the same time a ilecreasi^ of 
52 per cent, in wages, but an increas(! 
of -17 per cent, in the number of estab- 
lismeiits engaged in the business; also 
an increase of 10 per cent, in produc- 
tion, and 1 1 per cent, in cajiital to 
make it. Again, tliere has lieeu a de- 
crease on the manufacturers' profits of 
at least per cent. On the whole, 
therefore, there has been an absolute 
and relative tliminution in proportion 
to the increased ]io])ulation. During 
the last three years decrease has been 
absolute in every particular. T'his is a 
startling result, and isaccounted for by 
the gradual absorption of trade by 
Chinese, of whom 1,500 are now em- 
ployed in the business. Their produc- 
tion in 1873 was .$200,000, and it is 
now .$800,000. Tlie average wages are 
75 cents per day, from which is (h'duct- 
cd their boanl and lodging b}- the 
company employing them, and many 
.ilccp and woi'k in the same con- 
fined iind poorly ventilated room.s. The 
Chinese employ little ca])itel (not 
over $300,000), buying mostly on 
time and scdliiig for cash. Another 
disadvantage the trade Iwrc la- 
bors under in the heavy importation 
of Eastern goods, exceeding in amount 
the homo white manufacture, and in 
quality and finish chiiiiicd to be su- 
jierior. Two lesson.'-, are ascribed 
therefor : first, tli.-ifc wages always 
been lower in tln' ]£iist than in (.'ali- 
fornia, and the second, tlie machinery 
there is claimed to be suiierior. The 
first is a valid I'cason, that is, it has 
been, but according to present iiuiii.-a- 
! tions it has almost ceased to be so. 
! The second is subject to (lualificatioii. 
•Manufacturers herc^ import the liest 
machinery of its kind, but instead of 
ohe firm devoting.itself^;.tov a specialty, 
as is done in the East, it manufactures 
all kinds, from ladies' and children's 
finest W(^ar to men's brogaiis, thus di- 
viding its energies and excelling in 
nothing, and no given niacliine, how- 
ever superior, can be ex[)ect(Ml to do 
all kinds of work" equally .Vn- 
other fact worthy of mention is that 
five or six years ago, it ' is reprcsent(>rl, 
tiiat there were about 1,000 bo^'s ap- 
prenticed to tlie'trade, while il is now 
claimed that thereare notteu. Whathas 
become of the 990 ?

Tho two then hastened to a splendidly 
n])pointetl equipage standing clost; by. 

Tliere was not a policoinau on the 
street, and only a solitary spectator, so 
they were able to get oil' without hind- 
rance. They drove along the Quay and 
and the Garden street, where nil trace 
of them was lost. A. discharged sol- 
dier was tho only person who saw the 
outrage, ran after them and followed 
them as far as the Monnnient, but there 
liis strength failed him. According to 
his dcscrijition, the carriage was plainly 
a private one; the horse was a hand- 
som!e, : thoroughbred black .horse, and 
the harness was mounted with silver — 
all indications ai*e that the assassins 
aro persons of means, and belonged to 
a good station in life. One of them 
wore a gray overcoat. 

General iMesentsoli' did not lose con- 
sciousness. Persons r.an out of the 
confectioner's .shop wlion they heard tho 
shot, and asked, whether^any one was 
wounded. The General replied by point- 
ing to hit! Vilond.v cliirt. Assisted by 
Colonel Makaroil', he walked .some dis- 



sniacks of bygone days and Tower-liill 
ill a most funny way. Tho job is said 
to have been done clean, but we know 
tli.at people are often horribly mangled 
ill this way, and Dr. Nobeling must be 
fouling very queer in tho neck just now. 

Everybody knows how fond Lord 
Beaconsfield is of a surprise. One of 
the most intelligent Jews I ever met 
with said to me tho other day, " He 
has yet a great surjirise in store for 
you, and it will b(! tho greatest act of 
his life. He will die a Jew, and be 
buried beside his father in the grave- 
yard of the Jews at Mile-end. He was 
baptized by a trick of the poet Rogers, 
and no J ow is ever .sincere in renounc- 
ing the religion of his race. He will 
die a Jew, 1 toll you." There is some- 
thing to be .said in favor of this view, 
but I believe that the greatest cliarm of 
Christianity in tho eyes of Lord Bea- 
conslicdd, and its firm hold over him, is 
contained in the fact w hicli ho lias him- 
self pointed out in the celebrated twen- 
ty-fourth chapter of Jjord George Ben- 
tinck's biogi'apliy, that one-half of tlie 
civilized world worships a Jew and the 
other a Jewess. A man so strongly 
inqircssed with .such a view as Lord 
Beaconsfield must no doubt feel that it 
feeds and flatters his pride of race quite 
enough to keep him true to the religion 
of his knighthood, and to make him 
contentwith burial beside his wife in- 
stead of beside his father.
